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Guano Islands 

Between Possession Island and Angra Pe- 
| quena is an island not marked 1n the charts, 
}and to which has been given the name “ Lu- 
| dovic.” This island (a mile in circumference) 
is connected with the continentat its southern 
end by achain of rocks, on which the sea 
breaks. It is in latitude 25 dg. 55 min. 8. 
and contains about 10,000 tons of good Guano. 

To the east of the island there is anchorage 
in nine fathoms for three or four ships, but it 
as an anchorage little frequented on account of 
the high sea which continually runs through 
the narrow channel at the north end of the 
island. 

On Hollam's Bird Island is amass of Guano 
of excellent quality consisting of about 10,000 
tons. It has been passed on account of local 
aud the risk that is run in obtaining 
it. The sea being always very rough around 
the island itis not possible to construct a; 
wharf from which to embark it. Hollam’s Bird 
Island is in latitude 26 dg, 35 min., it 18 not 
more than a quarter of a mile in circumference, 
and leaves a channel between it and the con- 
tunent, about ten miles wide. A chain of reefs, 
extending from the north point round the west 
side of the island, and to the south-west to 
five or six miles from it, renders the approach 
to it trom the southward very dangerous.

U.S. Revenue and Expeuditare. 

The Journal of Commerce publishes frem 
an occasional correspondent writiug under 
date of Washington City, Oct. 21. 

For the information of your readers, you, 
may state in advance of the Report of the 
Secretary of the Treasury, that the receipts 
from Customs for the fiscal year ending 30th 
of June, 1845, will exceed $27,500,000; from | 
public lands, $2,000,000, miscellaneous and | 
incidental sources, $163,998 56; making in all | 
over $29,700,000. There was a balance in the } 
Treasury Ist July, 1844, of $7,857,379 64, 
which added to the receipts, will make a total | 
of over $37,500,000. | 

The expenditures forthe same time were | 
about $30,000,000, which leaves a balance in | 
the Treasury of above $7,500,000. In the | 
items, the expenditures under the direction of | 
the War Department were very large, being | 
over 815,000,000, or more than one-half of the 
whole expenses of the government.
